The following is an authentic account of the brilliant 
ation lately fought by his majefty’s fhip Arrogant and 
ViGorious, with Admiral Serizy’s {quadron, on the 
coaft of Sumatra, in the Eaft {ndies: The two fhips 
fell'in with the french {quadrou off Achun Head, con 
fifting of Le Forte, admiral Serizy, carrying 52 guns,4 
viz. thirty 24 younders on her main deck, the reft long 
French twelves, and heavy cannonades, and manned 
with 480 picked men; Le Virguep of 4@ gona com- 
manded by captain L’Hermit, an officer who had par 
ticularly diftimguifhed himfeif in the. North Seas Le 
Regeuéu, wf 40 guns, and Le deine, of 36 guns, all 
exuremely well manned. The wind was light, 
and continued fo at the commencement and dur 
the ations ‘The Arrogant, after a few broadiides, 
feparated, and the Victorious fupported the. aétion 
alone, againlt the four, forty-five minutes, clofe on 
board, in which tine, from the tightnefs of the 
wind, and the advantage the frigates had by their 
{weeps and boats,, fhe received feveral raking fires, 
which fhattered her ftern and quarters a great deal, 
bur not attended with that lofs of men as mi 
have been expected.
